Saved Soul and Furniture, Too. 


“He was trying to save his furniture,” 
shouted Trotter again.

Mr. Trotter, who now is in charge of mis- 
sion work in Grand Rapids, Mick., started by

What makes the warn- 
ing all the more dreadful is the statement 
that a victim of pyorrhea alveolar is not 
likely to recognize the malady in the incip- 
tent stages and outwardly there is no sign to 
petray its presence.

EBnormous Profit for Company.

“The ordinance prescribes that the com- 
pany shall install such reasonable improve- 
ments as have come into common use or as 
experience has shown to be practicable. It 
fails to prescribe any authority which shall 
have power to decide what improvements 
have thus proved practicable and to enforce 
their adoption by the company. 

_ “ This provision, instead of being a help to 
the city in compelling the adoption of a pro- 
gressive policy respecting improvements, 
imay prove an actual hindrance, precluding 
the city from improvements until they have 
\been successfully tried elsewhere.

Receive Crude Training. 

Mr. Pritchett asserted the industrial edu- 
cation already developed in this country is 
but a crude sort and that it is time to-take 
steps to provide a more effective training. 

“As a result of the disappearance of the 
apprenticeship system," he said, ‘‘ there is 
a dearth of skilled workmen and boys are 
shut out of the opportunity of learning a 
trade. It thus comes bout that thousands 
of boys leaving; the schools of the grammar 
grade.drift abolt and waste the years in 
which they might be trained for a useful 
career. . 

“I. think there is today but one objection 
to this plan of preparing boys for the trades, 
and this comes from some of the trade union 
leaders, who fear that the development of 
trade schools would produce such an army 
of skilled workmen as to lower wages, and 
they desire to restrict the number of men 
who may enter a trade. They feel the trades 
may be flooded by this means with half 
trained men, who believe themselves to be 
journeymen. : 

“This apprehension on the part of some 
of the labor leaders rests, as I believe, upon 
a mistaken notion*concerning the trade 
school itself, a misapprehension naturally 
arising from the work of certain inferior and 
ill directed schools. 


Unions Can Help. 


‘Just here the labor organizations appear 
to have the opportunity to give most effective 
aid to the principle for which they are sup- 
posed to stand, of advancing the standard of 
living. If they will stand intelligently for the 
trade school which gives thorough instruc- 
tion and help by their codperation to elim- 
inate the superficial trade school, and will fix 
a definite place for the graduates of such 
schools, they will not only open the door 
of opportunity to their own sons, but will 
advance their own dignity and value as mem- 
bers of a skilled trade. — 

‘‘The reasons why the trades cannot be 
flooded by the graduates of trade schools are 
.these: The economic difficulties, including 
the expense and loss of wages, involved in at- 
tending a proper kind of trade school will 
always restrict the number who can attend 
it. The small percentage of men who will 
avail themselves of such thorough training 
will be a factor in raising the standard of 


wages. 

“ Today millions of American boys ask the 
opportunity for some means by which they 
may be lifted out of unfruitful occupations. 
When that door is opened Only a fraction of 
those boys will in the end avail themselves 
of it, but the opportunity will be an inspira- 
tion to all.” 


Hits Schools Run for Profit. 


Mr. Golden was introduced by the toast- 
master as a labor leader distinguished by 
hie part in the strike of the textile workers 
at Fall River, Mass., in which there was not 
an act of violence...

Hope in Clearing House Checks. 

Business interests generally are of the 
opinion that clearing house checks will af- 
ford great relief to the trade, hp Ay 
furnish a medium of exch e which, aceo 
ing to all reports, will be gladly accepted, 
not ‘only in Chicago but outside this city. 
The clearing house figures show that while 
the banke may have given out cash a trifle 
more freely in the last week, the people gen- 
erally curtailed théir expenditures. There 
is no evidence that the cash withdrawn in 
mifhy instancés went into circulation. The 
evidence is all to the contrary. 


New York Deficit Grows. 


The New York bank statement further 
piled up the deficit in the excess reserve with 
a decrease of $13,085,800. This makes the 
total deficit $51,824,625, being the largest ever 
shown in the published statements. The 
largest previous deficit was on Aug. 12, 1893, 
when the amount was $16,545,300. Deposits 
of the New York banks at that time were 
around $400,000,000. So that, while deposits 
now are a little over twiee what they were 
then, the deficit in the excess reserve is more 
than three times as great as in 1893. 

The national banking act requires national 

banks to hold in cash in their vaults 25 per 
cent of net deposits. ‘The statement of the 
New York banks yesterday showed cash 
amounting to 20.22 per cent, whereas on Aug. 
12, 1893, the banks held 20.56 per cent of cash 
to deposits, so that the showing yesterday 
was in all respects the poorest ever pub- 
lished.

URGES ENGLISH BANKING ACT 
_AS SOLUTION OF OUR PROBLEM 


Lord Avebury Declares American Cur- 
rency System Is to Blame for Present 
Financial Stringency. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]} 

LONDON, Nov. 9.—Lord Avebury, chair- 
man of the London Bankers’ association, 
president of the Central Association of Bank- 


‘ers, and one of England's foremost authori- 


ties on economic conditions, in an interview 
today said: 

“No apprehension is felt on. this side as 
regards the great. banking and financial in- 
stitutions in the United States. Moreover, we 
are prepared to give them all assistance in 
our power, subject, of course, to the retention 
of gold that is necessary for our own require- 
ments. In my opinion it is only a question of 
time and proper management before normal! 
conditions will be restored in the United 
States. 

“ Your position in the United States cen- 
ters about the currency law, which is not 
suited to the necessities of commerce. This 
is plainly shown from the fact that 
your present difficulties are largely due, not 
to a slump of business in the country, but to 
a wonderful prosperity, so great, indeed, that 
by the improper regulation of currency 
= were unable to command it at the right 
time. 

“I believe the United States would be im- 
mensely benefited by the adoption of a meas- 
ure on. the lines of Sir Robert Peel's bank 
act, which has worked so long and satisfac: 
torily in England. There is no doubt in my 
mind that the system would work just as 
advantagedpaly on the other side of the At- 
antic. 

“ The provisions of this banking act have 
created a reserve of gold which only twice 
has been touched to a small extent for a 
few weeks. (Critics of the act use this fact 
as an argument against It, but, in my opinion, 
without good reason.”

The treasury department has $1,504,687 in

Washington, D. C., Nov. 9.—[Special.]— 
Last July the startling discovery was made 
by the officers of the revenue cutter McCol-- 
loch that an island had appeared over night. 
in Bering sea, coughed up by a volcano in 
the vicinity of -Unalaska. 

Steam was issuing from every .pore ae 
fissure, and showers of lava dust sifted down 
upon the head of the officers of the revenue 
cutter, who sought to go ashore to raise the 
American flag above the voicanic visitor. 
Two efforts were made to land, one in July 
and the other in August, but the cooling 
process was slow and the baffled officers de- 
cided to retire for two months. Meanwhile 
they speculated on,the possibility of additions. 
to Uncle Sam's island possessions. Possibly’ 
the voleano might cough again. 

_It was Oct. 15 when the McCulloch visited 
the scene again, and the remarkable trans- 
formation that lad occurred in the eight 
weeks is best described in the words of Lieut. 
B. H. Camden, Whose report reached the 
treasury department today. 


High Peak Vanishes. . 

In this document he says: — 

“Over the land there was no evidence of 
the cloud that had hitherto been visible for 
such a. great distance, and it was,evident 
that there was but little steam escaping from 
Perry .and McCulloch peaks, from which 
dense volumes escaped at the time of the 
visit of this vessel in August. 

“McCulloch peak, 3085 feet high, with a 
base 1,700 by 2,000 feet, had entirely disap- 
peared, leaving the half of Perry peak, with 
its perpendicular wall, standing in grim 
silence as a headstone at the grave of the 
departed peak. 

* However, a nearer view disclosed the 
fact that McCulloch peak had not died with- 

ut a struggle or without leaving some evi- 

ence of its short existence, for astonishing 
changes had occurred in the profiles of the 
peaks, the rugged outlines of each of which 
had been softened to a general symmetry by 
a padding of lavadust that almost disguised 
them beyond recognition, while the sand srity 
connecting the peaks had attaine? a heigiut 
varying from 20%0 100 feet, as shown by the 
contour lines in the sketch, 


Lava Dust Over Island. 


*Incalculable tons of material. ‘hundreds 
of feet in depth, had been deposited over 
the entire island. Fire island and Perry 
peak now towered into the air with a gentie 
incline rising from the beach several hun- 
dred yards distant to their summits. 

“At intervals a mass of lava dust would 
be jarred or blown from its bed high up 
among the rocks and come tearing down ihc 
cliffs to the beach, raising a cloud of Just 
with it that is almost identical in appear- 
ance with the vapor rising nearby, and leav- 
ing ite starting point bare and white in con- 
trast with the color of the undisturbed dust 
covering the adjacent rocks,” 

The officers decided not to land. But they 
sailed around the island and noticed that 
while there had been a disappearance of the 
peaks and transformation in topography, 
the island had actually widened. 

New Bay Appears 

A deep bay more than half a mile in diam- 
eter had appeared since the last visit, and on 
one side of it a precipitous wall 100 feet high 
appear@i. From the surface of the bay a 
dense cloud of steam and smoke arose. <A 
thick deposit of sulphur was on the beach, 
and its fumes could be detected by the officers 
two miles away. The officers took. final 
leave of their discovery, for they realized 
that it might. disappear entirely before their 
next visit.

While the newly arrived people crowd Into 
the elevators and are thus conveyed from 
the basement to the main floor of the capitol, 
the train takes fresh passengers aboard and 
starts on its return trip to the annex. It is 
a busy hour of the day, and so no freight cars

of the capitol. 
Ready Next Year. 

Tt is a.l interesting—even though the de- 
scription given is a glance at things as they 
will be two.or three monthe from now. 
Though matters are being rushed with the 


necting the capitol with the new annexes of 
the houge and tenate, respectively, are not 
yet finished. They are exactly alike in all 
important respects. .It should be said. too. 
that whereas the house annex is nearly com- 
pleted, that of the senate is not so far ad- 
vanced in construction, and wil: not be ready 
for occupany until more than a year from 
now. 

It is expected. however, that the rooms 
atsigned to members of the house in their 
annex will be furnished, decorated, and 
placed at their dfzpotal not long after the 
opening -of the next seseion of congress. 
Some additional months must necessarily 
elapse before the great caucus room and the 
superb dining hail are finished—not to men- 
tion a variety of other more or less ornamen- 
tal details. Both of thenew buildings, which 
will cost $2,500,000 apiece, are to be veritable 
palaces, vying in the luxury and elaborate- 
ness of their equipment with the finest hotels 
in the world. 

To all intents and purposes, indeed, they 
will be hotels—provided by a gratefu! nation 
for the exclusive use of its legislators. ,.'rue. 
there will be no bedrooms, though it is likely 
enough that some of the tenants will use their 
quarters for sleeping purt doses at least occa- 
sionally. But in each white marble palace 
there will be a magnificent restaurant, with 
kitchens on a corresponding scale, meals 
being served in the rooms when desired with- 
out extra charge. There will be no rent for 
the congressman to pay. Untformed eery- 
ants, who draw their wages from the treas- 
ury, will be always in réadiness to respond to 
his nod, expecting no tips. Fuel, gas, elec- 
tricity—exerything will be supplied without 
a penny of cost. 


Equal, to a Raise in Salary. 


The last congress raised the salaries of | 


representatives and senators from $5,000 a 
year to $7,500. It might be said that this new 
architectural departure is equivalent to an- 
other lift in pay. For it shouid be realized 
that the apartments of two rooms and bath 
assigned to each senator would, under the 
circumstances of a private citizen, easily 
stand for an annual rental of from $1;000 
to $3,000 a year, depending on situation. The 
suites looking out upon the Capito} plaza, 
and more especially those at the corners, 
will be necessarily the most desirable. Of 
course, it must be considered that all of them 
are furnished, with heating and light, and 
that a regular hotel service is supplied. 

So far as the representatives are concerned, 
they are, not so fortunate, because (for the 
reason that there are so many of them) each 
of them will have only one room, 28 by 16 
feet, in the house anne: There will be 410 
rooms in the building providing quarters, 
private and separate, for every’ one of the 
891 members and delegates in the house, 
with a few left over to allow for the future 
expansion of«that body. But in all other 
respects their palace will be quite as lux- 
urious as that belonging to the senate, the 
two structures being substantially twins.

“There they will find a land of promise 
flowing with milk and honey. even as the 
Israelites found peace and prosperity ard 
access to the altars of their fathers beyond 
the Red sea. 

“South Africa, from Cape Town to 
Rhodesia, can accommodate al! who can’t 
find room in England to earn their dally 
bread. To transport those millions of people 
over thousands of miles of sea and then 
scatter them along a thousand miles of rail- 
road will be a gigantic task, but the Salva- 
tion army can do it. Itis the only body on 
earth than can do it. 

“Patriotism Will Win.” 

“South Africa isn’t as far as Australia, 
and tt isn’t as coldas Canada. It is under the 
British flag, and considerations of patriotism 
will win British approval. 

“With the army spirit, which is the spirit 
of God, pervading the colonizers, my great 
scheme will succeed. It is my latest great 
scheme, not my last, for I'm not an old man 
yet.

Hotels and restaurants will be permitted 
to feed patrons, but will not be permitted to 
sell them liquor, cigars, newspapers, or any- 
thing except food. 

The wealthiest. man in the city may take 
his bath and eat his dinner and read his 
bible, but he will not be permitted to go to the 
country club and play golf. 

The poorest man in the city may tend the 
baby while his wife washes the breakfast 
dishes, but he will not be permitted to naila 
shingle on the roof of his kitchen. 

A young man may sit in the parlor of go 
walking with his best girl, but he will not be 
permitted to hire a ‘horse and buggy and take 
her for a drive. 

Everything Closed Tight. 

Section 241 of chapter 23 of the compiled 
statutes provides that there shall be “no 
sporting, quarreling, hunting, fishing, or 
shooting,” and that no unnecessary common 
labor shail be performed on the first day of 
the week, and Mayor Dahiman has ordered 

the police to enforce this law to the letter. 


The city legal department advised him that- 


its enforcement meant the closing on Sunday 
cf all those places of busimess and amuse- 
ment which hitherto have kept open on that 
day; and he says that every one of them 
shall be closed and every provision of the 
law enforced rigidly. 

The famous cowboy mayor will go further 
Indeed, he has ordered the chief 
of police to enforce not only the Sunday 
observance law but every other law of the 
state and ordinance of the city, and to en- 
force them not on the first day of the week 
only but on every day of the week and every 
hour of every day. 

The mayor has also called upon every other 
officer of the city to assist him in the enforce- 
ment of the Sunday observance law and the 
other laws with whose enforcement he is 
charged, and he declares that he will see to 
it that they all do their full duty. 


Saloon Men Demand It. 

The demand for the enforcement of the 
Sunday observance law was made upon the 
mayor, not by a representative of a temper- 
ance or religious society, but by Charles E 
Fields, editor of the Protector, the officia} 
organ of the Retail Liquor Dealers’ assgocia- 
tion of Nebraska. 

The Sackett law provides:that, if on the 


demand of any citizen, any officer fails to 


enforce any law which it is his duty to en- 
force, he may be ousted from his office by 
simple proceedings {n the state Supreme 
court. Both the temperance people and the 
saloon men threatened him with impeach- 
ment if he failed to enforce the laws, and he 
ordered their enforcement under compulsion. 
He made up his mind to give Omaha a dose 
of- law enforcement from which her people 
would be mighty glad to escape as soon as 
possible. Among others that will be strictly 
enforced is the anti-treating law, which was 
passed by a legislature many years ago, but 
up to this time has been a dead letter. Under 
its enforcement any man found in the act of 
buying a cigar or a drink for any other will be 
arrested and fine®.

DISSENTING OPINION FILED 
IN STENSLAND BANK CASE: 


Justices Hand and Vickers Hola Au- 
ditor May Sue for Bank Receiver 
Without Thirty Days’ Notice. 


Springffeld, Hl., Nov. 9.—{Special.]—Two 
members of the State Supreme court, Jus- 
tices Hand and Vickers, today filed a dissent- 
ing opinion in the Milwaukee Avenue bank 
receivership matter. After the creditors had 
caused the appointment of a receiver the. 
state auditor applied to Judge Windes for \ 
a receivership, claiming that under the state 
banking act he alone may apply for a re- 
ceiver. Judge Windes dismissed the bill and 
the Supreme count upheld him, deciding that 
a thirty day notice to the bank must be given 
before the auditor can apply for a receiver. 

Judges Hand and Vickers dissent, contend- 
ing that the thirty day notice requirement 
applies only to suits by the auditor against 
the ee of a bank for the use of the 
bank. 

If the auditor ‘has not this power then, ac- 
cording to Justices Hand and Vickers, there 
is no necessity for state banking act or su- 
pervision by tHe auditor. 


BOY ARRESTED SEVENTH TIME. 


Robert Webb Awaits Trial on Four 
Charges—Recently Served in the 
Bridewell fer a Stabbing. 


Seven times arrested, a graduate of Pontiac 
reform school, one month out cf the bride- 
well, and now booked at the stock yards 
police station on four charges—this is the 
record of 17 year old Robert Webb, who lives 
now and then at 305 West Forty-fifth street. 
The charges against bh are resisting an 
officer, disorderly, confluct, carrying con- 
cealed weapons, and gambling.

NO PASSENGERS ON BOARD.

refusing to match with Johnson. There were \ 


no colored heavyweight aspirants durjng the 
championship reign of Bob Pitzsimmuons, but 
when Jim. Corbett held the title he was 


hounded by Peter Jackson, and but for a | 


disagreement as to the battleground they 
would have fought for the championship. 
In fact, they signed articles in Chicago on 
July: 11, 1898, to fight for $10,000 a side, but 
Jim, as champion, demanded the battle take 
place south of the Mason-Dixon line. Jack- 
son arguéd, that a colored man would not 
receive fair treatment i e south and sig- 
nified bis willingness to fight in any other 
part of the world. Corbett was obdurate, and 
the match, therefore, fell through. 

" Why not a colored heavyweight champion 
if we have—and have had—colored champions 
in some of the lighter divisions? George 
Dixior, as champion featherweight. was an 
honom to the sport, as he deported himself 
much better: than did some of our white 
champions. Joe Gans, the best of the light- 
weights, has been a credit to the gamé since 
he unshackled himself from Al Herford, and 
Peter Jackson, the best of the old time 
heavies, hobnobbed with the best men in the 
land. 

Probably it is not known by the younger 
generation that John L. Sullivan practically 
stripped to fight George Godfrey, the colored 
heavyweight of Boston. When challenged 
by Peter Jackson he said, *‘ White fighters, 
$10,000; colored fighters, double the amount.” 
Later Mr. Fulda president of the.old Cali- 
fornia club, the principal fighfine club fn San 
Francisco in those days, practically arranged 
a match between Sullivan and Jackson, but 
before he could get their signatures to 
a set of articles an unknown fighter was 


} killed in. a small Frisco club, and this killed 


the game on the coast for a time, and in- 
cidentally the match. 

Thus it will be seen that but for the acci- 
dent Sullivan and Jackson probably would 
have battled for the heavyweight champion- 
ship. Regarding Jeffries’ drawing of the 
color line, he fought Peter Jackson and Bob 
Armstrong before he won the championship 
from Fitzsimmons, and defeated Hank Grif- 
fen in four rounds two years after he won 
the titles Fitzsimmons and Corbett also 
fought colored men. Jim's best battle wag 
with Peter Jackson, and Bob beat the Black 
Pearl jn Minneapolis in four rounds.

Woods Are Well Stocked and Upper 
Peninsula Is Thronged with Hunt- 
ers Ready for Action. 


Houghton, Mich., Nov. 9.—{Special.}—Te- 


morrow the open season for hunting deer in | 


the upper peninsula of Michigan begins andg . 
\ well, 


hundreds of nimrods will dig for the brush, 
armed with rifles and licenses. Hundreds 
of hunters are already in the woods and Have 
established camps, as the nights are long 
and cold at this season of the year. The 
northern woods this year are well stecked 
with the fleet animals, according to reports 
brought in by trappers and woodsmen, and 
the hunters now only pray for a light snow- 


track their quarry. ) 

During the last week or ten days thou- 
sands of hunters have been pouring into the 
upper peninsula from lower Michigan and 
from Wisconsin, Minnesota, and as far south 
as Chicago, according to the railway em- 
ployés. The cost of a license for a Michigan 
hunter is $1.50 and for a person from outside 
the state $25. But this high license does 
not deter them from comingin. Each license 
entitles a hunter to kill two deer and, al- 
though the majority of hunters do not suc- 
ceed in bagging their allotment, few return 
to their homes without at least one animal. 

Many conflicting reports regarding the kill- 
ing of deer by wolves in this section during 
the last few.weeks have been brought in 
and many charges of illegal hunting out of 
season have been nmde. The game wardens 
are kept busy in the woods, but few of the al- 
leged pot and illegal hunters have been 
brought te justice. 

Probably two score accidents already have 
occurred in the woods of northern Michigan, 


| although the deer hunting seascn is not yet 
| open. 


-At least half a dozen hunters have 
been killed, according to the reports, and 
many. have been crippled for life.- This has 
been Gue in the main to the careless use of 
guns. 

Within two days the express cars will be 
filled with the carcasses of slaughtered game 
being shipped in from the various hunting 
caanps.

20, giving forty days of sport. 

State Game Commissioner J. A. Wheeler 
ealla the attention of hunters to the new 
law, which timits the number of quail Whioh 
may be killed in ome day to fifteen. They 
pre reminded also that quai] and other game 
birds must not be killed for market or com- 
mercial purposes. It is not permissible to 
eell or buy quail or other birds or to 
transport them for purposes of sale. This 
restriction also applies to squirrels. 

It is-intended to restrict the game shooting 
to the use of the hunter who is legitimateiy

and Decorations from Boston. 

The house is being built for Victor F. Lawson and 
perhaps the reason so little has been known about it 
in Cliijeago is that the place was designed by a Boston 
architect and all of the furniture that is to go into it 
is being specially designed by a Boston artist. When 
Mr. Lawson's hagse is completed its builders declare 
it will be the finest house in Chicago, if not in the en- 
tire middle west. It will coat $1,000,000 before the 
last piece of furniture has been put into it, and with 
the “extras” not included in this estimate amd the 
cost of the ground the total easily will reach $1,250,000, 
Mr. Lawson's palace ise rapidly nearing compietion. -In 
a few days it will be under roof and then it will be only 
half done. After the roof has been put on and the 
plasterers have done their work an army of wood carv- 
ers will go to work. 

Special designs have been prepared for the carvings 
on the walls and ceilings by the Bosten artists. The 
carvings in the drawing room are to bé especially or- 
nate and it will be weeks before the wood carvers have 
completed their task. The Lawson palace, without a 
dollar's worth of furnishings or fittings, wil] cost in 
round figures $500;000. It is estimated that the furni- 
ture and fittings will add another $500,000 to the bill.

Special Brick Sand from Holland. 

Four. or five years'ago Mr. Lawson imported from 
Holland the brick of which the house is built. -The 
color of the brick caught his fancy. . He never had 
seen such brick In an American brickyard, so he bought 
all he needed in Holland and had it shipped to Chi- 
cago.. Fdr. years it lay under a shed in ‘the lot at Bur- 
ton place and Lake Shore drive, while the architect, 
R. Clipson Sturgis of Boston, was busy over the plans 
of the new house. Mr. Lawson had seen some of Mr. 
Sturgis’ work and liked it better than’ the work of the 
Chicago architects. Last spring the plans were com- 
pleted and approved and early in the summer work on 
the palace was begun. 

Of Holland brick, trimmed with Bedford stone, the 
architecture is of the English renaissance... The palace 
is four stories high and has a frontage of about 756 
feet on Burton place and is nearly 100 feet deep. 
Quoins of Bedford stone relieve the brick corners; the 
windows of the first fioor have stone trimmings, 
arch and corner stone of the classic type; the second 
story windows are archivolt, and on the fourth floor 
windows an@ handsomely carved cartouches alternate, 
the windows being equare and trimmed with stone on 
their four sides.

Bay Windows Between Doric Columns. 


Over the entrance, whith is on the Lake Shore drive, 
is a bay window in which the windows are set be- 
tween Doric columns. Doric columns also stand at 
the four corners of the servants’ loggia, which is close 
up to the roof at the southwest corner of the great 
house. On the west side of the Burton place front a 
bay window carries from the ground to the third story; 
the loggia at the south end of the great central hall 
is set back between the east and west wings of the pal- 
ace. In the rear of the house is the porte-cochere en- 
trance for automobiles atid carriages. 

The interior arrangement of the house is simple, 
but nothing has been spared in the cost of the construc- 
tion or the decorations. To permit of the inner walis 
being made as narrow as possible steel 48 wed, the 
Lawson palace being the only residence in Chicago 
of partial steel construction. To hold the steel struc- 
tural work the outer stone walls in some places have 
been made four feet thick. 

The great corner room with four windows looking 
out toward the lake and two toward Burton place is 
the drawing room. This great room is 40 feet long, 
inside measure, and 24 feet wide—as large as the whole 
interior of thousands of Chicago houses. All the wood- 
work is of French walnut. The walls themselves are 
to be made wholly of French walnut, paneling with 
columns, and «the frieze is to be of the carved walnut. 
Carved columns, carved by the most famous wood 
earvers of the east, divide the windows. Under each 
Window is a register and at either end of the drawing

Directly west of the drawing room and fronting on

On this floor there is a guests’ loggia 
which faces the drive and a guests’ breakfast room 
adjoining the loggia in which the guests will have their 
breakfasts served to them privately at any hour they 
desire. As on the other floors, the northwest wing on 
the third floor is given over to servants, and tn addition 


to having servants’ rooms has a trunk room and linen 


closets. 
On the fourth floor are eight servants’ bedroome, 


the servants’ bath, the storage rooms, the room where 
the house stores are kept, a separate room for. the 


kitchen stores, a bread room, a model kitchen, and a’ 


huge serving room. Both the kitchen and the laundries 
are walled and floored with white tiling. The kitchen

Perhaps 
the strangest thing about them is that they. had bad 
luck with their husbands and lovers. If we may trust 
history, men who marry beautiful women are often, if 
not always, neglectful, sometimes cruel, and many of 
them are unfaithful.
